S.F. Attorney 
Tries To 
Self In Marin 


Sylvain D. Leipsic, 
Involved In Scandal, 
Saved By Coroner 


Sylvain D. Leipsic, 53, fired 
yesterday as deputy San Fran­ 
cisco attorney, waged a see saw 
battle for his life today after he 
had been rescued from possible 
death beneath his car in Bayside 
Acres. 
The former city official was found 
unconscious, and at first believed to 
be dead, last night in the garage of 
hU summer home. His face was a 
few inches below the exhaust pipe 
of his auto. 
« 
Leipsic was rushed to San Rafae! 
General hospital when his pulse had 
been restored through artificial res­ 
piration. 
His physician, Dr. Alex Miller of 
San Rafael, said the attorney rallied 
to stimulants but later weakened 
and was placed in an oxygen tent 
He added it would take more time 
to see if Leipsic would regain con­ 
sciousness and recover. 
UNSTEADY CAR MOTOR 
According to Marin Coroner Frank 
Keaton the attorney owed this last 
round for his life to an unsteady 
automobile motor. 
The engine died before its lethal 
fumes could snuff out the attorney’s 
life, Keaton said. 
Leipsic was found by two San 
Francisco friends. 
They said the 
attorney arranged what he must 
have hoped to be a fool-proof con­ 
traption for the suicide. 
The Bayside Acres summer resi­ 
dent, Keaton and Marin sheriff’s 
deputies said, had apparently start­ 
ed the auto motor, placed himself 
under the exhause pipe and draped 
a car robe around his head from the 
bumper to the ground. 
“If the motor had kept on running 
there is no doubt he would have 
been dead,” Keaton said. 
THOUGHT HIM DEAD1 
As it was, Keaton at first ordered 
the man’s removal to a funeral 
home, believing he was dead. Before 
he was taken from the garage how­ 
ever, Keaton stated, he noticed a 
twitching about the man’s mouth 
and applied artificial respiration. 
When pulse was restored Leipsic was 
taken to San Rafael General hos­ 
pital. » 
From the contents of partly illegi­ 
ble notes and the statements of 
friends Marin sheriff ’s deputies sur­ 
mised Leipsic attempted suicide be­ 
cause of political scandal which re­ 
sulted in his being removed as dep­ 
uty San Francisco city attorney yes­ 
terday. 
The attorney had been under In­ 
vestigation for alleged participation 
in a plan to send “old folks” to cer­ 
tain rest homes. 
FIVE NOTES FOUND 
In fill, five notes written by the 
grief stricken man were found in 
Bayside Acres homer Only parts of 
them could be deciphered. One read: 
“I am innocent of all intentional 
wrongdoing. 
Too much has been 
misconstrued. Realize sorrow of my 
act but went all (udreadable), can 
bear no more.” 
Another, apparently intended for 
his wife, Sylvia, and two children, 
Carol, 18, and John, 15, said in 
part: 
“Beg forgiveness. I love you all 
most dearly and this parting is not 
easy. (Signed) Dad.” 
The man was found by two family 
friends, Bernard Blementhal and 
Morris Mendle, after an all-day 
search prompted by the attorney’s 
failure to appear at his office. 
LEARNED ON RADIO 
Friends felt Leipsic had learned 
about his dismissal through a radio 
newscast while driving to work. 
Their search led them to the Bay­ 
side Acres home^which 'Leipsic rent­ 
ed as a summer home from his 
brother-in-law, Dr. George Herzog 
Jr. 
They approached the garage when 
doors, originally roped together, had 
blown apart revealing the automo­ 
bile and robe. 
Leipsic had served in the employ 
of the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco for more than 26 years. He 
was due for retirement in a short 
while, friends of the family stated.

Nothing Secret About Ingenious 


Dispensing Devices At Oak Ridge

OAK RIDGE, Tenn. <UJD—The 
man a t the end of the dim tunnel 
looked at a dial.

It was nice to know. 
To the 
awed and slightly timorous group 
of newsmen, it mean that the 
weird thing they had seen was— 
in the circumstances—harmless. 


THE NEWSMEN WERE visiting 
'the famous Oak Ridge atomic pile, 
"the old lady of X-10,” for the 
first time by any outsiders since 
it was taken off the top secret list 
a couple of months ago. 
At the moment they were peer­ 
ing at something resting on the 


feebly lit bottom of a water-filled 
"canal” at the back of the massive 
and towering atomic furnace. 
It looked like a bucket of cin­ 
ders—except for a cold blue glow 
that suffused the water above it 
like a ghostly presence. 
It looked—and was—menacing. 
The "cinders” were irradiated co­ 
balt. The eerie glow was caused 
by the action of deadly gamma 
radiations on atoms in the water. 


BUT FOR THE NINE FEET of 
water—equivalent to nine inches of 
lead 
as a protective 
shielding 
against atomic radiation—the tun­ 
nel would have been unsafe for 
living things. 
Even to, some of the radiation 
from exploding cobalt nuclei was 
escaping the water barrier. But 
as the man at the Geiger counter 
dial said, these fugitive rays were 
too feeble to do harm. 
The glowing cobalt and the pile 
Itself were among literally hun­ 
dreds of erstwhile secrets exposed 
to some 60 newsmen in a tour of 
the Atomic Energy’s Commission 
Oak Ridge laboratory. 
The laboratory is a $100,000,000 
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group of installations, collectively 
known as X-10, which is a part 
of the 60,000-aere, $2,000,000,000 
atomic production and research 
complex built among the Tennes­ 
see hills in wartime. 


THE OAK RIDGE PILE, the 
grand dame of all presently op­ 
erating atomic reactors, is a broad 
and lofty structure which domi­ 
nates X-10 like a broody hen. 
Built nine years ego in war­ 
time as a pilot plant for the even 
more massive production piles at 
Hanford, Wash., where atomic ex­ 
plosives are made, it has long since 
becom* pacified. 
The atoms it incubates now aro, 
for the most part, peaceful atoms. 
They are the so-called radioiso­ 
topes, "hot” atoms which science 
considers to be the most powerful 
research tools to be developed 
since the miscroscope. 
The Oak Ridge pile’s main busi­ 
ness now Is production of these 
radiating atoms for medicine and 
reaserch. In the years since 1946 
It has spawned so many of them 
that Oak Ridge has been able to 
send 30,000 shipments of "tagged” 
atoms to scientists in. this and 30 
other nations—not including the 
Communist countries. * ' 


FOR THE 'FIRST TIME the Oak 
Ridge pile may be described in 
physical detail. It Is a cube, 24 
feet on a side, of graphite blocks, 
each of which is four feet long, 
four inches wide, and four Inches 
thick. 
Penetrating the graphite cube 
from front to back are 1,248 paral­ 
lel fuel channels, 
eight 
inches 
apart. These channels are stoked 
by round aluminum jacketed slugs 
of uranium, four Inches long, 1.1 
inches in diameter, and weighing 
2.57 pounds each. 
The pile as of now has mors 
than 40 tons of uranium in its 
fuel channels. 
A big three-panel control son- 
sole. 
complete 
with 
buttons, 
switches, temperature and radia­ 
tion gauges, signal lights, and a 
warning horn, keeps the pile op­ 
erating at desired levels of ac­ 
tivity. 
Traversing the

angles to the fuel channels are 
larger "tunnels” in which ma­ 
terials to l)e irradiated are in­ 
serted.

WASHINGTON—The movement 
of events these days is a little like 
the movement of a glacier, grind­ 
ing, sluggish and all but Imptr- 
cepttble until the next avalanche is 
started by the remorseless ice. To­ 
day, the glacier does not seem to 
move. Yet there are signs of move­ 
ment for the bare ful eye to see; 
and one such Is a new plan for 
carrying the Korean war to the 
Chinese mainland, when and if 
there seems to be no other choice. 
The plan, which has been placed 
before the Joint Chiefs of Staff by 
the Air Staff, has no resemblance 
to Gen. 
Douglas 1 MacArthur’s 
scheme for bombing in Manchuria. 
In fact It is a plan for not bomb­ 
ing in Manchuria, since Manchu­ 
ria now contains a powerful con­ 
centration of Rusao-Chinese air 
power, and it is also a plan for 
not bombing the Chinese cities and 
industrial 
centers, 
which 
con­ 
tribute so infinitely less to Chinese 
military power than the cities and 
industrial centers of the Soviet 
Union. 


THE BASIS OF THE PLAN is 
simple enough. For such a huge 
country, China is held together by 
a remarkably slender network of 
communications. 
The 
Yellow 
River and the Yangtse, the Grand 
Canal, and two or three railroads 
are the main arteries, and there 
are no lesser arteries and capil­ 
laries to take the traffic, if the 
main arteries are cut. From the 
foundation of the Chinese empire 
.over 2,000 years ago, when the first 
universal emperor made the grand 
canal his 
top priority 
project, 
every strong ruler seeking to or­ 
ganize China has first been forced 
to link the provinces together by 
assuring good communications be­ 
tween them. 
In this 
respect, the • Chinese 
Communists are no different from 
earlier Chinese empire builders. 
Meanwhile, however, the arteries 
of communication have become 
Immeasurably more vulherab! to 
external attack. Mine the Yangtse 
and Yellow Rivers, for example, 
and the North-Western provinces 
and the rich kingdom within a 
kingdom of Szechuan will simply 
be cut off from the rest of the 
country. Bomb out the railroads 
and mine the Grand Canal, and 
South China will be severed from 
North China. 


THESE ARE, IN FACT, the de­ 
vices 
now 
contemplated. 
They 
have two obvious virtues. 
First 
they will do Infinitely more dam­ 
age to the Communist regime than 
any other form of attack, without 
arousing the violent emotions in­ 
herent in the bombing of great 
cities. 
Second, they will follow 
the rule of "hitting them where 


they ain’t,” forcing the Chinese to 
spread out the air power now con­ 
centrated in Manchuria, in a hope­ 
less effort to defend the whole 
Chinese land mass. 
It it reas­ 
suring, at least, that a military 
plan promising both economy and 
effectiveness has been designed for 
use in the Far East, if wont comes 
to worst there. 
"Worst” in this context is de­ 
fined in three ways: if the truce 
talks break down and the Com­ 
munists then 
launch a 
major 
Korea offensive; if a truce is 
made and then broken, or if the 
Chinese Communists Invade Indo­ 
china or attack elsewhere. It is 
further proposed that the Chinese 
Communists be clearly warned of 
what may be in store, in the hope 
that they will thus be dissuaded 
from further adventures. 


THE MAJOR AMERICAN AL­ 
LIES, France and Great Britain, 
are now being canvassed for their 
views on these proposals, if either 
the French nor the British are 
happy about them. The French 
argue that bombing communica­ 
tions In North China is not go­ 
ing to stop a Chinese attack on 
Indo-China. 
What the French 
want is a simple commitment for 
the participation of 
American 
forcea to hold a bridgehead in 
north Indo-China, if the Chinese 
do attack, and this commitment 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff have 
refused to give. 
As for the British, 
steadfastly maintained that the 
Sino-Sovlet Pact will automatical­ 
ly be invoked if the 
Chinese 
mainland is attacked, an4 that this 
course therefore Involves the ex­ 
treme likelihood of world war. This 
view is actually shared by certain 
American officials who have been 
right in the past. But neither 
these officials nor the British have 
any convincing answer to the ob­ 
vious question: If the 
Chinese 
commit aggression again, 
what 
else do you do?

Profit Than Stockholders

NEW YORK (/PV-Taxes are the 
fastest .growing item on many a 
corporation’s books this year. Tax­ 
es are taking about 60 cents of 
each dollar the average business 
earns—a higher percentage even 
than at the peak of the last war. 
Some companies give even more 
than that to the income tax col­ 
lector. Their tax checks are more 
than twice as big as a year ago. 
And this opens up some vexing 
questions for 
management and 
stockholders and, in the long run, 
for employees, too: 
1. Can present dividend rates be 
maintained? 
2. Must 
business 
borrow more money for day by day 
cash operations? 3. Must it bor­ 
row more to build and expand? 
4. Can business induce the public 
to Invest more money?

this need for cash make the money 
supply painfully "tight by March 
15?

In the annual reports now being 
issued that Uncle Sam is getting a 
far higher share of the profits than 
they are. He gets 52 cents of each 
dollar of "ordinary profit” of the 
majority of 
corporations. 
And 
whm gross earnings top the aver­ 
age for the years 
1946-49, 
the 
amount above that average Is call­ 
ed excess, and the tax collector 
takes 30 cents more of that "ex­ 
cess profit” dollar. 
As a result, the net profit of 
the 
majority of 
manufacturing 
companies is lower for 1951 than 
it was for 1950. 
But not all ofr 
them. Every oil company report-* 
ing so far has larger net profits 
than it showed a year earlier. 
Business was very* good for the 
oil companies, and also they, like 
the mining 
companies, 
get 
a 
special tax allowance because of 
the depletion of their assets due 
to the nature of their operations. 
Other companies doing better in 
1951 than in 1950 can be found 
in these industries: Machine tools, 
coal, utilities and airlines. 
But 
while profits went up for mines, 
they went down for steel mills and 
metal fabricators. They went up 
for airlines and down for the rail­ 
roads. 
Sales of chemical com­ 
panies soared, but profit after tax­ 
es is down. Taxes and material 
controls cut earnings of the auto 
and appliance makers. Taxes and 
higher operating costs clipped the 
profits of stores. 


IN SPITE OF PAYING MORE 
to the tax men, most corporations 
have maintained the dividend rate 
they pay to shareholders. 
This 
has resulted in a big drop in the 
amount of profit the companies 
are retaining to run the business. 
The search for cash Is likely to 
stay high on the list of manage­ 
ment’s duties.

Interest on United States Sav­ 
ings or War Bonds issued after 
March 1, 1941, Is fully taxable. 
Series E and F increase in value 
each year. This increase in value 
is considered interest. This interest 
Income can be reported each year 
as your bond increases in value, or 
you can report the total increase 
when you cash the bond. It is 
usually to your advantage to re­ 
port this increase in value each 
year as it occurs, rather than when 
you cash your bond. For Instance: 
A $1,000 bond costs $750 and in­ 
creases in value to $1,000 over a 
10 year period. The last year is the 
greatest increase - $60. The addi-

tion of small amoutns of increase 
to value to your income each year 
will increase each year’s tax bill 
very little, but the addition of the 
total ten year's Increase to value 
to one year will increase your tax 
bill considerably that year. 
You can elect to report this in­ 
terest annually at any time, but 
the first year must include all in­ 
terest tp date, and you must then 
report the interest each year there­ 
after. 


Interest' on United States Sav­ 
ings bonds and Treasury bonds Is­ 
sued prior to March 1,1941, is tax 
free up to the interest on any 
$5,000 principal value of such 
bonds. Savings bonds are valued at 
cost and Treasury bonds at face 
value. A husband and wife filing 
a joint return are each entitled to 
exclude interest on $5,000 principal 
value. If you own to excess of $5,000 
principal value, the interest on 
such excess is subject to surtax, but 
is exempt from normal tax. There­ 
fore it is to your advantage to 
claim the $5,000 principal value ex­ 
emption on the bonds paying the 
highest rate of interest. 


Interest on some U. S. securities 
is subject to surtax rates but is 
exempt from normal tax rates. The 
total interest from such securities 
should be included to income and 
an adjustment made on page 3 of 
the tax return. 


Be sure to deduct under Miscel­ 
laneous on page 3 all your costs of 
earning taxable interest.

Assurance that the Division of 
Highways will taka no action on 
building a new crossing of Rich 
ardson Bay until a local decision 
can be reached on the Urquhart 
plan has been asked by Marin As­ 
semblyman Richard H. McCollister. 
In a letter to Col. John H. Skeggs, 
assistant state highway engineer, 
McCollister requested that the divi­ 
sion's engineers also supply some 
cost estimates or other construction 
data setting forth the feasibility of 
an earthfill across the bay. 
The letter was the third in an ex­ 
change of letters between the two 
men. Earlier McCollister had asked 
Skeggs how the division stood on an 
earthfill crossing. In part of his 
answer Skeggs said: 
“Basically, we believe the fill 
across the mouth of Richardson bay 
bridge is primarily a local problem 
in that it concerns flood control and 
land use, and for that reason, we 
feel that the decision should be 
made at the local level. It ia pos­ 
sible that the state might benefit 
If such a fill were constructed, and 
the head of navigation moved east­ 
erly of the present Richardson bay 
bridge. This would allow the con­ 
struction of a lower structure, and 
might make it possible to eliminate 
a portion of the bridge. However, 
this would be entirely dependent 
upon closing of Richardson bay to 
navigation, which I understand is 
not necessarily a part of the plan, 
in that navigation locks have also 
been suggested.

now that Mr. Weymouth of this of­ 
fice appeared before the board of 
supervisor! on Monday, February 4, 
to recommend a deferment of the 
use permit for the construction of 
a yacht harbor by Mr. George Zaro, 
until such time as assurance was 
provided that the development of 
this property would not require the 
raising of the existing lift span on 
the present bridge. 


“This span is manually operated 
and takes up to two hours fo open 
and close, during which time all 
traffic would be held up, with the 
exception of that which could be 
detoured around the old road, With 
the tremendous column of traffic 
on this highway, you can understand 
that an opening of the bridge near 
the peak hour would back up ve­ 
hicles for miles In either direction. 


“Inasmuch as any opening or clos­ 
ing of the present bridge adversely 
affects the welfare and convenience 
of the citizens of the county as a 
whole, it la well within the province 
of tha county planning commission 
or board of supervisors to deny 
use permit which would permit such 
an occurrence. However, Mr. Zaro 
has expressed his willingness to 
operate on a basis of not using the 
lift span. It may be possible to work 
out a plan with the army engineers 
towards securing a guarantee of this 
eventuality.** 
McCollister forwarded copies of 
his letter and that of Skeggs to Don 
Urquhart, father of the earthfill 
crossing proposal.

Dr. Meyer told the audience that 
mosquitoes are among the most 
deadly of men’s enemies. A great 
deal has been accomplished ift the 
past view years in their control, 
largely through many Insecticides 
such as DDT and other drugs. 
The doctor has been main worker 
In ending bubonic plague in this 
country. It is spread by rats. Undu­ 
lan! fever was also brought under 
control by his department. 
There is very littie death now due 
to undulent fever, especially among 
hunters who often receive tick bites 
while going through the underbrush. 
Dr. Cole’s talk on Africa changed 
the minds of many as to conditions 
in Africa. 
{ 
“Most people picture Africa as a 
big-game hunting area,’’ he de­ 
clared, “but actually in Africa the 
animals are protected.** There are 
immense national parks in the area, 
he declared, and even guns must be 
sealed in the preserve areas. Hunt­ 
ing only takes place in the deepest 
parts of Africa, sfhere safaris and 
game hunts are held. 
In these areas, he said, humans 
and animals are endangered by the 
tsetse fly which spreads a “sleeping 
disease. He showed a motion pic 
ture which indicated work done In 
controlling the fly. 
The fly practically wipes out anl 
mal life, he said. Now the airplane 
Is used to spray underbrush and 
trees are removed. Through science 
he said, Zulu land has practically 
been freed of the dread disease. 
The membership drive got off to a 
good start by Captains Paul Sproete 
Paul Ware, and A1 Da 8ilva. Jack 
O’Connell gave a report on the 25th 
annual banquet March 1 at Blanco’s 
garage, San Rafael.

• A House Armed Services subcom­ 
mittee headed by Rep. F. Edward 
Hebert (D., La.) said it will go to 
New York next week for an inspec­ 
tion tour of procurement agencies 
there. 
Subcommittee sources said mem­ 
bers will seek to confirm their pre­ 
liminary evidence that a system of 
centralized buying has been success­ 
ful in the Armed Services Medical 
Procurement office in New York. 
The group has urged that other 
military purchases be m ade under 
similar programs. 
Deputy Defense Secretary William 
C. Foster scoffed at many of the 
group’s charges of waste and ineffi­ 
ciency as “distortions, half-truths 
and sometimes complete canards,” 
but praised “the watchfulness of 
Congress (and) its alertness to our 
errors.”

Objection to a diagnosis of Golden

James Rickets th*t “ a continuoas 
•lid# 1» taking place (on Sausalito 
lateral) running north and south 
of the present slide and even within 
the city limits of Sausalito,” was 
registered by a Sausalito man this 
week in a letter to Bridge Director 
Phillips Davies. 
Clayton L. Drew, patent counsellor 
and solicitor of IT Alexander ave­ 
nue, Sausalito, wrote Davies that “it 
la evident they have been misin­ 
formed and are basing their assump­ 
tions on hearsay or casual observa­ 
tion.” 
Drew's home Is just across the 
Sausalito city limita from the lat­ 
eral's slide. 
He said in his letter that a slide 
which occurred on his property “was 
caused entirely by the improper 
building of ornamental stone and 
brick walls*' on top of which “was 
placed a heavy concrete fish pond.” 
Continuous drainage from the pond 
^over the last 20 years undermined 
the foundation with the result that 
the heavy rains this year finished 
the undermining and caused the 
pond to slide down the hill, carry­ 
ing the wall with it.” 
■ Drew said there are “a few cracks 
in Alexander avenue, which “I be­ 
lieve are the result of the laying 
of underground phone cables 
“I think that the above referred 


to parties (Rickets, Bridge Engineer 
John Little and workmen) should 
know this fact before they make 
a wrong analysis of the slide con­ 
ditions,” Drew’s letter concluded. 
In an earlier letter to Davies, 
Drew proposed that the slide area 
itself should be bridged with a short 
viaduct that would tie into another 
existing viaduct just inside Sausa­ 
lito. 
Drew, who said he was patent at­ 
torney for Joseph Strauss, called it 
“dangerous and costly to cut back 
into the hill” as has been proposed 
by the bridge management to bypass 
the slide area. 
The proposal is to have concrete 
piers poured into bored holes in the 
slide area, and carry the concrete 
viaduct across the unstable area. 
The present viaduct, which Drew 
saya “few people know about,” is 
edged by an iron railing. 
“A viaduct would save taxpayers’ 
money and would be better,” the 
attorney declared. “The present via­ 
duct referred to was built over 30 
years ago and shows no sign of 
wear.” 
Davies said he had forwarded 
copies of both letters from Drew to 
Rickets and to Bridge Director Jesse 
Colman. Davies said he and Colman 
probably would Inspect the slide 
area in person some time before the 
next meeting of the bridge directors 
February 29. 


TO ESCAPE YCAR IN JAIL 
Man, 23, Asks Court 
To Order Deportation 


A 23-year-old Marin City junk 
yard worker tried in vain yesterday 
to swap his United States citizen­ 
ship in return for freedom from a 
one- year county jail sentence. 
George Clifford W alk er told 
Marin Superior Judge • Jordan L. 
ilaitewBi that he would rather be 
deported than serve time tor a con­ 
viction on a charge of contributing 
to the delinquency of a minor. 
"If yon knew anything about 
some of these countries outside the 
United States,” Judge Martinelll 
thundered, “it would be the last 
thought you would ever come to. 
"Ten years in prison in this 
country Is better than a hundred 
years in some other countries as a 
free man, virtually.’* 
Walker was originally booked on 
December 22 for the statutory rape 
of a 14-year-old girl he had picked 
up at a Sausalito dance. The dis­ 
trict attorney’s office reduced the 
charge to contributing when they 
were told Walker was only 19 and 
that no force had been used in the 
sex act. 
But s glance through probation 
office records revealed that Walker 
was 21, not 19, and that he had 
lived much of his life since 1943 
in reformatories in California, Utah, 
and Colorado for car theft, burg­ 
lary, and escape. 
He had also told prosecutors that 
he had only been in trouble once 
before. By the time the truth was 
learned, It was too late to get him 


on a stiffer count. 
Probation Officer Walter Busher 
recommended that probation be 
granted with arty Jail time to be 
served on weekends. But Deputy 
District 
Attorney 
Roger 
Garety 
strongly disagreed. 


"Laws governing these actions 
are designed to protect gullible 
weak, or promiscuous children,” 
Garety explained. “Girls who don’t 
get into trouble don’t need such 
protection.” 
Judge Martinelll 
agreed 
with 
Garety’s p r o p o s a l for a jail 
sentence. Walker will serve a year 
in the county jail and then spend 
|ive years on probation. 


New Market Sign 


Must Not Stick 


Out Over Street 


A compromise between the huge 
sign requested for the top of the 
new 20th Century market and what 
may be the ordinance requirements 
of a proposed city sign lSw, was 
reached Thursday night at a special 
meeting of the Mill Valley planning 
commission.

PANMUNJOM, Korea (U.» —The 
United Nations accused Moscow 
today of blocking a Korean armis­ 
tice and quickly rejected a Com­ 
munist move to make Russia one 
o? six neutral nations to supervise 
the truce. 
Gen. 
Matthew 
B. 
Ridgeway’s 
headquarters said in a “voice of 
the UN. command” broadcast from 
Tokyo that the final outcome of the 
Panmunjom armistice talks now 
hinged on decisions in Moscow. 
“The armistice talks . . . have 
reached a stage where Moscow must 
make up its mind what the final 
outcome will be,” the broadcast 
said. “The time is at hand when 
the armistice terms are practically 
settled, pending agreement on only 
a few points.” 
The broadcast said the Red ne­ 
gotiators at Panmunjom were stall­ 
ing while the Kremlin tried to de­ 
cide: 
1—“Whether to insist on the 
right to build bomber and fighter 
bases In North Korea during a 
trace.” 
2—“Whether to agree to allow 
voluntary 
repatriation 
of 
war 
prisoners.” 
3—“Whether to insist that a sub­ 
sequent governmental settlement 
must talk about Asian problems not 
directly related to Korea.” 
“When the decision is made in 
Moscow,”* the broadcast said, “the 
armistice will be resolved without 
much delay, one way or another, 


and Moscow Is now at a point where 
it must make that much-postponed 
choice” 
There were two developments in 
the Panmunjom talks during the 
day — the Communists nominated 
Russia, Poland and Czechoslovakia 
to the six-nation neutral commis­ 
sion which will supervise the armis­ 
tice, and the Reds unveiled their 
compromise proposal for a post­ 
armistice peace conference. 
The U.N. promptly rejected the 
nomination of Russia, accepted Pol­ 
and Czechoslovakia, and reserved 
judgment until 10 am. Sunday (5 
p.m. today PST) on the peace con­ 
ference plan. 
Red staff ^officers bristled at the 
U.N.’s quick* rejection of Russia as 
a member of the neutral commis­ 
sion. 
“There is no justification for your 
side to object to any neutral nations 
we are prepared to Invite,” a Com­ 
munist staff officer told the Allies.

Louis Longley of Inverness stands at the entrance of an old copper mine 
near Bolinas whose history has almost been lost. An Independent-Journal 
reporter-photographer team recently investigated rumors that such a mine 
existed. 
Louis Longley, who was born nearby on the Bolinas Ridge knew 
the approximate location of the mine and led the pair to it, although he 
had never before actually visited the mine. 
He said that the mine was 


back of a little known community called "Dogtown."

town, directions were obtained to the mine.

Penicillin No Cure-All In 
Treating Infections Of Ear

Earaches and other signs of ear 
Infection, if neglected, are some­ 
times dangerous and 
c a l l for 
prompt attention by a physician. 
Penicillin ha^ proved a great aid 
tn clearing up many of these in­ 
fections, but is no cure-all. And 
there are those physicians who be­ 
lieve th at penicillin has received 
more credit than it deserves in the 
treatment of acute, middle-ear in­ 
fections. Such infections may still 
require prolonged treatment and 
surgery, even with penicillin. 
When pus forms in the middle 
ear, penicillin is of real importante. 
In such cases, the doctor may give 
large doses of penicillin or one of 
the other antibiotic drugs, and 
continue to give them until the ear 
is completely normal again. 
Frequent Inspections 
While giving penicillin, the doctor 
will make frequent inspections of 
the eardrum^ This is the membrane 
between the ‘middle and outer por­ 
tions of the ear, and there is a 
special instrument the doctor uses 
to inspect it. 
The patient may also expect the 
doctor to continue the penicillin 
treatm ent even after the ache and 
symptoms of infection have dis­ 
appeared. The reason for this is 
that penicillin suppresses pain and 
fever which might warn the physi­ 
cian of possible complications from 
the infection. He realizes that it is 
important for him to inspect the 
ear closely and continue treatment 
until every sign of infection has 
disappeared. If the patient should 
stop the treatment too soon, he 
might be inviting severe complica­ 
tions which could not be com­ 
pletely cured. 
Distress May Return 
In most cases, if treatment is 
stopped too soon after the distress 
signa have disappeared, they may 
return in a week or two. 
Even when penicillin is success­ 


ful. it is not a l w a y s completely 
effective in removing all the pus 
and clearing up the infection. In 
most cases where there is pus in 
the middle ear, it is necessary to 
make a surgical opening and drain 
out the pus, even though the peni­ 
cillin treatment is used. 
A person with an ear infection 
should not be s u r p r i s e d if the 
doctor’s treatm ent and observation 
period is longer than was expected. 
It is believed that this extra care 
will prevent many cases of deaf­ 
ness, which can easily follow an in­ 
fection of the middle ear^ 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
O. R.: What is the cause of brown 
spots on the skin? 
Answer: The c a u s e of brown 
spots that occur on the body is not 
definitely known. They are due to 
excessive pigmentation of the skin. 
These spots used to be called 
“liver spots,” but it does not seem 
that a disorder of the liver is re­ 
sponsible in any w a y for them. 
They occur in women, sometimes, 
as a result of a disturbance in the 
ovariar secretions.

Many fathers can't 
do that, but many mothers can. If 
your love-sick daughter has faith in 
you she probably will give you a 
chance to talk her out of elopement. 
Another important preventive is a 
good corps of counselors at schooL 
I don’t mean the kind of advisors 
who do nothing but scold. I mean 
the friendly, blghearted counselors 
that 
kids 
instinctively 
turn 
to. 
People like that are worth their 
weight in gold. If schools don’t pro­ 
vide such help, maybe your church 
does. Or the “Y," or other youth 
organization. 
But suppose she does go ahead 
and. get married. What then? My 
suggestion is that you avoid hasty 
action. Remember that love is a 
very serious business. If you take the 
wrong step you might drive your 
dear one to suicide. That happens, 
you know. Happens rather frequent­ 
ly. 
Weigh all factors. Is the new 
spouse a two-legged rat? Or a nice 
young person? What sort of family 
background? How about financial 
responsibilities? 
Can 
the 
young 
couple finish their education, even 
tho married? 
I'm sure you get the idem. What 
would be appropriate for one family 
facing an early marriage might not 
be at all appropriate for another. 
There is no blanket prescription. 
The point is to take your time. 
Don’t act precipitously. 
Question Answered 
Q. From the mental health angle, 
are long engagements good? Is early 
marriage desirable?

Large openings, such as 
picture windows, call for double 
headers, or 'beams, and often for 
trussing to spread the weight side- 
wise. If a window is not too wide, 
double headers—2x4s—standing on 
edge may prove sufficient. Stand­ 
ing a tim ber on edge increases its 
strength. 
U S U A L L Y OPENINGS more 
than two feet wide or so require 
some form of trussing similiar to 
bridge construction. Openings of 
more than six feet often call for 
m girder. 
In all cases where studs are cut

openings,

on each side of the openings m ust 
carry extra weight. For this rea­ 
son, studs are doubled at the sides 
of large windows. These double

New Ceiling 
Over Old Plaster 
Patching or replacing a ceiling 
is one of the most awkward tasks 
a home owner m ay take on. It is 
difficult enough to paint or wall­ 
paper a ceiling, but to struggle 
w ith loose plaster is risky. The en­ 
tire ceiling m ay collapse. 
A helper is invariably needed. 
Build a ceiling brace out of a piece 
of 2x4 nailed across the end of a 
2x4 prop in the form of a T. W ith 
this your helper can support the 
plaster while you carefully remove 
sm all pieces th a t are loose, or work 
on cracks th a t need patching. 
If a ceiling needs replacing, the 
old plaster 
is removed 
in this 
piecemeal fashion to avoid acci­ 
dents. 
The easiest way to replace a 
ceiling is to use m odern wallboard.

Smarter To Get Plumber 
For All But Simple Jobs

You can joke all you w ant to about the plum ber—he's usually 
good natured enough to call it good advertising—but you have to take 
your h at off to him when it comes to m ost plum bing jobs around the 
house. 
Except for a few m inor chores, such as fixing a dripping faucet, 
clearing a clogged trap, or possibly" adjusting the m echanism in a 
flush tank, it doesn t pay the average householder to go in for handy­ 
m an plumbing. 
The tools requir­ 
ed cost so much and such jobs 
arise so seldom th a t it’s sm arter to 
pay the expert while you stick to 
your own last. 
A 
MONKEY 
WRENCH, 
good 
scrpw drivers and a pair of pliers 
will see you through m inor plum b­ 
ing jobs, but to be fully equipped 
to tackle all plumbing you can use 
pipe vises, chain vises, pipe cu t­ 
ters, a pipe stock and set of dies, 
taps for threading inside pipe ends, 
ream ers, hacksaws, joint runners, 
blow torches, calking irons, flaring 
tools, 
bending springs—or other 
tools you may want. 
However, every member of your 
household should know something 
about the plumbing. 
In case of a 
leak or overflow considerable dam ­ 
age can be avoided by everyone 
knowing where and how to shut 
the w ater off. 
I t’s a fine idea to 
label im portant valves with bag­ 
gage tags, which you can get at 
any stationery store. 
"This shuts off all water,** can. 
m ark the m ain valve near the 
m eter where the supply line en­ 
ters the basem ent or the house. 
"This shuts of hot water** . . . 
"Cold water 
shut-off for 
b ath ­ 
room’’ . . . "Hot w ater shut-off 
for kitchen,” etc. 
Then if you’re 
away, anyone can m eet an em er­ 
gency. 
YOU REALLY ought to take 
your family on a little tour of the 
. plumbing system for a dem onstra­ 
tion. 
Show each one how to turn 
off the gas for a hot w ater heater 
or, if you have an electric water 
heater, which fuse plugs to loosen 
or remove to stop it from heating 
in an emergency. 
M ast hot w ater storage tanks 
have a drain cock to which the 
garden hose can be connected for 
draining the tank. 
Show how this 
should be done if necessary, after 
turning off the heat. 
One of the funniest, even though 
messiest, boners in any household 
is forgetting to tu rn off the w ater 
supply before starting to dism antle 
a faucet. 
It can happen to any­ 
body, but usually only once In a 
lifetime. 
The shower you get is 
a wonderful teacher. 
MOST FAUCETS nowadays are 
the compression type... 
They may 
have fancy 
handles in 
modern 
bathroom s, but they all work on the 
sam e general principle. W hen they 
sta rt to leak around the handle 
it’s a sign th at the cap n u t is loose, 
or the packing washer under it 
needs replacing. 
W hen a faucet 
develops a drop it needs a new 
disk washer. 
Failure to turn off faucets with 
m oderate firm ness tends to cause 
dripping. 
This not only wastes 
w ater, makes rust stains on ena­ 
mel, but also can drag you out 
of bed in the middle of the night 
if your wife has good ears. 
Replacing washers is a simple 
chore. 
Keep a supply of good 
quality 
composition 
washers 
on 
hand—the

Houseplants, h o w e v e r , don't

j understanding and—let’s face it— 
study. 
| 
LITERALLY H U N D R E D S of 
: plants can be grown in the house. 
Obviously each one is going to do 
better if the owner understands its 
particular needs. The indoor gard­ 
ener may decide that a few pots of 
geraniums are just what is needed 
to brighten up a dull north window 
and decide on a row of African 
violets strung a l o n g a picture 
rwindow with, exposure to full sun. 
Disappointment is bound to result, 
no matter what other attention the 
^plants get. G e r a n i u m s , it so 
happens, enjoy a lot of sunlight; 
’African violets don’t. 
1 TAKE SOIL to start with. For 
most house plants, the best soil is 
made up of a recipe something like 
half rich garden, .soil, one quarter 
j sharp sand and one q u a r t e r 
humus, leaf-mold or peat moss. 
Some experts advise just good top 
soil enriched by bonemeal. Most 
plants, however, thrive on light soil 
rather than heavy soil. This per­ 
mits the entrance of s o m e air. 
.Practically all. houseplants require 
good drainage, achieved by placing 
potherds (or broken flower pot 
pieces) at the bottom of the flower 
pot, with a layer of fine gravel over 
It and followed by the soil. About 
half an inch should be left between 
the top of the soil and the top of

WATERING is important, and 
there again the plant-keeper has 
to study and learn by experience.

Most p l a n t s appreciate being 
watered with the liquid at room 
temperature; 
A f r i c a n 
violets 
should be fed from the base of the 
pot with water which actually is 
warm. 
Houseplants must be fed, too. A 
good formula consists of a 4-12-4 


commercial fertilizer dissolved in 
warm water at a rate of one table­ 
spoon to a quart of water, and 
administered at a rate of about a 
half-cup each week or even less. 
Some people vary this feeding 
every other week with a half cup 
of liquid manure (about the color 
of f airly strong tea) . 
MOST HOUSEPLANTS do best 
in windows providing some sun — 
south, east and west windows. For

APPLE Thin to encourage fruit 
spurs. Heavy p r u n i n g rarely 
needed. 
APRICOT Thin to encourage 
new spurs. Don’t l e t branches, 
especially top ones, get too long. 
SWEET CHERRY T a k e away 
about ten percent of fruit-bearing 
•wood each year. Cut to outside 
buds to give greater spread. This 
needs less renewal wood than most 
fruit 'trees. 
PEACH AND NECTARINE Prune 
to encourage fruit-bearing wood. 
Thin for sunlight. Sparse or mod­ 
erate cutting of branched fruiting 
shoots.

Then in 1938 the All-American 
Rose j u r y established standard 
schedules for comparing roses and 
set up a series of trial gardens for 
testing them. Since then home 
owners have had an easy and sure 
way of selecting high quality rose 
plants. 
Even oldtimers now prefer to buy 
plants bearing the certification tag 
“All-American R o s e Selection," 
rather than experiment with varie­ 
ties that may or may not do well 
in their gardens. 
During its 13-year history the 
All-American Rose Jury has found 
only 35 roses of sufficient quality 
to merit its much coveted award.

In order to save both time and 
money, as well as to permit accu­ 
rate laboratory analysis, of the 
performance of structural con­ 
crete floor slabs, Southwest Re­

Most houseplants flourish best 
in temperatures between 80 and 
70 degrees—no higher. 
CONTROL OF PESTS, however 
' is easier than among plants out­ 
doors. Plant lice—aphids—are dis­ 
posed of by spraying with or 
dipping the top of the plant into, a 
solution of nicotine sulphate and 
soapy (not detergeny) water. Mealy 
bugs, which look like bits of cotton 
are easily disposed of by wiping 
them off with a cotton-tipped 
toothpick dipped in alcohol. If the 
plant Is heavily infested, mealy 
bugs may be eliminated by using 
a special white oil spray. If red 
spider is present, a spray contain­ 
ing rotenone is usually effective.

Visit To Old Copper Mine 
To Peek Into Marins Rich 
Likened 
Past 


Louts Longley, who accompanied the Independent-Journal 
team on trip to mine first opened in 1863, examines a piece 
of copper ore while resting on a mine dump. Many of the 
mounds of mine tailings in the area are covered over with 
grass. During World War I about 22,5Q0 pounds of copper 
were shipped from Marin. Undoubtedly it came from this 
mine. The ore consists mainly of chalcopyrtte and galena. 
Broken rock in the area shows the green color of weathered 
copper ore and it the same type as green rock outcropping 
one sees while driving along the Panoramic highway from 
Mill Valley to Stinson Beach. 


The mine is entered now through on "adit" 
or drift which is shored at the entrance. 
Additional branches extend from above to 
the right and downward. 
The downward 
drift enters another horizontal shaft which 
College of Marin students discovered to be 
full of water. They believed this flooded 
tunnel to be the main entrance from which 
the ore was hauled and not the tunnel shown 
•si the photograph. 


Louis Longley of Inverness, is 
one of the old timers in the area. 
He was bom some sixty years ago 
in a cabin along the skyline drive 
on. the slopes of Mi. Tamalpais. 
Louis said that the mine was at 
“Dogtown* on State Highway 1 
just north of Bolinas. 
GOING TO A MAP, a place call­ 
ed “Woodville” was located, but 
no Dog town. Yet Louis Insisted 
there was a Dogtown, and Louis 
knew all the stage stops between 
Bolinas and Pt. Rtyes. 
We stopped by a mail box mark­ 
ed, '“I Walsh.” 
Nearby was an 
abandoned gas pump, and a form­ 
er garage now used as a machine 
shop. A woman was hanging out 
laundry by a frame house along­ 
side the machine shop. She said 
she was Mrs. Walsh. 
"Are you one of 
the 
Briones 
girls,” Louis asked. 
“Yes,” she said. 
Louis had opened up a chapter 
of Marin’s past. For Mrs. Walsh, 
and her brother and two sisters 
who lived nearby represented a 
family which once held a vast land 
grant extending from Bolinas to 
Olema. 
She indicated the cluster of their 
homes, each one inhabited by one 
sister or brother. 
This is Dog­ 
town she said, Woodville is on the 
other side. She indicated the rise 
to the north. That is where the 
old lumber mill was , . . where 
a million or so board feet of red­ 
wood were cut for the building of 
San Francisco. 
Mrs. Walsh said the copper mine 
was up the canyon across the road 
on the Bolinas Ridge. "I was go­ 
ing to .school here when, the mine 
was operating,” she said. 
Digging into a musty tome call­ 
ed A History of Marin County,

Foundations of the mine remain a short dis­ 
tance downstream. 
Site is about one-half

ore was hauled to Bolinas. The road is al­ 
most obliterated and blocked now by fallen 
trees, slides, cave-ins and debris. Tiny rail­ 
road tracks, rusted and twisted by time, were 
also discovered above the boilers, clinging 
to the hillside. In addition, old rusted odds 
and ends of mill machinery and even rem­ 
nants of small mine-cars were noted lying in 
the tangled mass of vegetation.

Marin is rapidly becoming a county of lost 
histories. 
Often all that remains is a picket 
fence straggling through second growth thickets; 
a few stones that mark a foundation; a rusty 
stove tilted, against a bay tree — or a shaft 'driven, 
into the bank of a gulch where cave-ins have 
already obliterated much of its past story. 
One generally hears about these early relics of 
Marin settlers through indefinite allusions by 
oldtimers, or even less definite rumors by new­ 
comers. FOr example, a story has been prevalent 
as to the existence of a copper 
mine northeast of Bolinas in a 
gulch on Bolinas Ridge. Such a 
mine is unusual for Marin as the 
area has never been noted, for its 
mineral, wealth.

Radio's Role 
In Highway 
Information 
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In the highway communications office at division of high­ 
ways headquarters in Sacramento, radio dispatcher Dorthy 
Williams monitors a message from a field station, while 
communications supervisor Arnold Carver posts a State high­ 
w ay map with colored buttons. 
At the same time, a full 
California road report is being typed for distribution through 
newspapers and other media. 


Have you ever wondered how 
vip-to-the-minute, accurate word 
about California road conditions 
reaches you so fast especially with 
a storm still raging? 
The two-way FM radio network 
of the state division of highways 
is w hat makes; this modern miracle 
of information 
service 
possible. 
The division’s daily road report, 
issued during the winter season, 
is an extra dividend accruing from 
its new communications system, 
which has the primary purpose 
of speeding m aintenance work and 
keeping the highways open. 
By 10 o’clock every morning, the 
Sacramento headquarters office of 
the division of highways is in a 
position to tell you the condition 
of the state highway which you 
use in reaching your mountain 
cabin or ski resort, or which is 
carrying your truck shipment. And 
it does tell you, through the me­ 
dium of the newspapers, the radio 
stations, oil companies and the au­ 
tomobile clubs, as well as. through 
Its own offices. 
In the pre-radio days, it would 
have* taken many hours even to 
report the trouble. 
With radio, 
the trouble was promptly reported 
and dealt with, while at the same 
time warnings and current infor­ 
mation on road conditions were 
available to the public. 
Pictures at left and at right il­ 
lustrate how information is re­ 
layed. 


There is sound basis in state law, 
experience and common sense be­ 
hind these signs which tell the mo­ 
torist where to put on chains and 
where to park while doing so. 
Reaching suitable winter sports 
areas alten requires driving over 
miles of icy mountain road. This 
means the use of skid chains. 
THE FIRST SPECIFIC warning 
a motorist will encounter in snow 
country is a rectangular sign with 
reflectorized black letters on a yel­ 
low background reading “Chains 
Required 1 Mile Ahead.” 
The Division of Highways tries, 
whenever possible, to place these 
signs near roadside developments 
such as garages or service stations 
where chains either can be rented 
or the motor vehicle driver can 
put on his own and not have to 
park on the travelled way to do so. 
Farther along, at 
the 
actual 
cha in-control point, 
there 
is a 
sign 
reading 
“Stop — Vehicles 
W ithout Chains on R ear Wheels 
Prohibited.** 'This, rectanguar sign 
is of reflectorized porcelain enamel 
with a white STOP on a red back­ 
ground. 
The 
remaining 
letters 
are black on white. 
This sign < following the former 
wording of the statute in the Ve­ 
hicle Code) used to read simply 
“Vehicles W ithout 
Chains 
Pro­ 
hibited.” 
However, this had to 
be changed, when wiseacres, after 
being 
accosted, 
would 
exhibit 
chains neatly stored away under 
the seats of their cars and claim 
compliance with the law on the 
grounds that it mentioned nothing 
about having the chains actually 
on the wheels of the car. 
H I G H W A Y MAINTENANCE 
men and officers of the California 
highway patrol who 
have 
.seen 
fatal mishaps caused by failure to 
use chains along ice-covered pave­ 
ments have been understanding! y 
slow to see the humor In this at­ 
tempt to evade the spirit of the 
law. 
To avoid trouble, however, 
the law, and consequently the 
signs, were made more specific 
by adding three words: “On Rear 
Wheels.’* 
Routes not kept open during the 
winter months are marked at con­ 
trol Intersections or other advance 
points by rectangular black-on - 
white signs stating that the route 
or pass Is closed by snow beyond 
a certain point. 
FOR EXAMPLE, a driver head-

yond Pinecrest.” 
The word Pine- 
crest may be on a detachable plate, 
so that it can be replaced by the 
name of some other point as snow 
conditions change. 
California’s experienced snow- 
removal crews and the California 
Highway Patrol are unanimous in 
one thing: When it comes to driv­ 
ing through ice and snow, warning 
signs are a motorist’s best friend. 
Treat them with respect.

MISS LANCHESTER has amazed 
Hollywood by her long engagement 
at the Turnabout theater, where 
she performs nightly for no com­ 
pensation. I asked her the reasons 
for the lengthy run. 
"The engagement is not without 
compensation," she remarked. "I 
am not paid in money for two rea­ 
sons: since Charles (Laughton, her 
husband) and I file joint income 
tax returns in California, the small 
added income would mean noth­ 
ing and. merely complicate m at­ 
ters; also, the theater could not 
afford It, 
"But in return for my services, 
I am given the rights to the spec­

Foreman Brown, has written for 
me. These have proven very valu­ 
able in providing material for me 
in, night clubs, .and will later in 
concerts. 
"Also I think it is a good Idea 
to be before the local public In 
Hollywood. The producers know 
you are available and will think 
of you when a part comes along.”

HOLLYWOOD (UP) — Movie 
stars can start eating again—three 
dimensional movies finally have 
landed in Hollywood. 
Independent director - writer 
Arch Oboler announced today he'll 
make this country's f i r s t full- 
length feature motion picture in 
three dimensions. 
Now, he says, the luminaries can 
skip counting calories. 
They’ve been starving b e f o r e 
each picture ever since Mary Bick­ 
ford first grew a curl, for regular 
two-dimensional movies add 20 
pounds to a thespian’s shape. 
But In three-sided pictures, a 
movie queen’s figure looks the way 
if does in real life. 
“We can’t use any skinny, angu­ 
lar stars,” Oboler says. “Actresses 
can’t count on the camera to add 
their curves. So they can eat again. 
I can see the billboards now—‘see, 
hear and feel M arilyn Monroe!’ ”. 
HOLLYWOOD TRIED s h o r t 
subjects in three - dimensions 15 
years ago. By now the shaky sys­ 
tem has been perfected by the 
natural vision corporation. 
Two cameras are tied together 
and the movie is shown on two 
projection machines. The audience 
wears Polaroid glasses to see the 
life-like, rounded images. 
But, Oboler says, the big studios 
have ignored three-dimension full- 
length movies, just like they gave 
the brush-off to sound for years. 
Bo he’s the first to get the ball 
rolling on the first m ajor change 
In movies since the screen found 
its voice back in 1928. 
“He’ll shoot h is three decker 
movie after he finishes his cur­ 
rent “Twonky,” and he hopes to 
release it in four months. 
“Theater owners are enthusiastic 
about it,” he says, “all they need is 


a $50 gadget for their projection 
machines, a new screen and the 
glasses. 
“This town has b e e n sitting 
pretty much on its tail, saying, 
my, oh, my, naughty television. 
Suddenly they have the opportun­ 
ity to start afresh, as they did with 
sound. I think within five years. 
30 per cent of our pictures will be 
in three-dimensions.” 
OBOLER MAY not e v e n use 
stars for his movie, which he’s 
writing himself. 
“I t m ight be tyo much of a 
shock for the public to see a 
fam iliar two-dimension face In 
three dimensions,” he says, “but 
many big stars like Cornel Wilde 
want parts.” 
The director bills his movie as 
“the world’s first feature motion 
picture in three dimensions.” The 
Russians, though, can really claim 
that first. 
They made “Robinson Crusoe” 
in three dimensions several years 
ago. The audience didn’t have to 
wear special glasses, but the ex­ 
periment wasn’t a success. If you 
moved your head 1/100 of an inch, 
the movie looked like your tele­ 
vision screen on a windy day.

WITH INFINITE PATIENCE 
Dog's Trainer All-Important 
In Creating Guide For Blind 
' In all the complex job of giv­ 
ing “sight’' to the blind/ the most 
exacting link is that of training 
the guide dogs. It's not enough 
'that they 'be adequate, or even 
good; they must be letter perfect 
in their education for the lifd of 
a blind person will hang on each 
dog’s knowledge and integrity. 
| Because of this the trainers at 
Guide Dogs for the Blind, Inc. in 
San Rafael are exceptional men 
with a high degree of patience 
.and single-minded, devotion to the 
endless, réfcetitional Job of teach­ 
ing their charges to obey com­ 
mands or-more difficult still- not 
to obey. This latter comes into 
use only for the word, '“forward." 
If the dog feels it is unsafe to 
go ahead, then he is taught to ig­ 
nore the command until the dan­ 
ger is passed. Teaching that fine 
point alone takes quite a bit of 
doing. 
' 
j WILLIAM F. JOHNS, director of 
Guide Dogs, exemplifies the spirit 
of the school In the amount of 
trouble he will take in fitting a dog 
to the individual blind person. In 
this he has had many difficult 
problems to work out. One was 
An Eskimo girl who was only four 


foot ten. AH the breeds normally 
used as guide dogs were much too 
big for her to handle, but Johns 
located a dog of mixed blood but 
the right size and temperament, 
and trained it specificaUy for the 
girl. Another instance was a dog 
for the veteran who had lost not 
only his sight, but his left arm. 
AH guide dogs are trained to work 
from the left—all but one. Johns 
educated the only guide dog in 
America who works from the right. 
It .is not surprising that the in­ 
structors at Guide Dogs are men 
with interesting and varied back­ 
grounds. Johns was an assistant 
director of the Army’s K-9 Corps 
going in at Oran and. from there 
to Europe with service and com­ 
bat troops. He is a nationally 
known breeder of German shep­ 
herds and for several years was on 
the training staff of Seeing Eye, 
Inc. in Morristown, New Jersey— 
the only other service-recognized 
school for guide dogs in America. 
RICHARD ZIKA of Detroit, 
head trained, with with the MARS 
task force and spent some time in 
the Chlna-Burma-India theater. 


was an Air Force weatherman 
during the war. 
LEE WESTPHAL who hails from 
Los Angeles spent most of his 
time on a destroyer in the Pacific. 


was a machine gunner with Pat­ 
ton’s army., The newest arrival at 
Guide Dogs, Carl Walter, was bom 
in PhUadelphia. Too young to be 
in the Army, he nevetheless had 
the unhappy experience of being 
interned in Germany for the war 
years. His family had chosen the 
wrong time to make a visit to that 
country. 
Besides these specialists, a host 
of volunteers works at the school. 
For some months now one group 
has been coming every Thursday 
morning for puppy testing. This 
begins when the pups are eight 
weeks old. The idea Is to work 
out yardstick for measuring alert­ 
ness, sensitivity, responsiveness, 
and trainabiUty. It is amazing 
and fascinating how early these 
characteristics can be determined. 
Evaluation helps weed out mis­ 
fits before valuable time and 
money have gone into training a 
dog who will never be safe for a 
blind person to use. 
One of the most indefatigable 
supporters of Guide Dogs is its 
president, Henry E. North, who is 
vice-president of Metropolitan 
Life Insurance as well as former 
president of the San Francisco 
chamber of commerce and of the 
safety council. Miss Louise Boyd, 
well known .in Marin, is the 
county’s chairman.
